His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased 
to issue the following instructions for the guidance 
of Collectors in carrying out the important pro- 
visions of Section CCXLIV., Act VIII. of 1559, 
the object of which is to prevent the sale of landed 
property in satisfaction of decrees of the Civil 
Courts, in cases where the sale would be objection- 
able, and satisfaction can be otherwise secured. 

@, With this view, the Cullcator will not be 
held competent to defer the issue of the usuul sale 
proclamation, but on receipt of the requisition of 
the Civil Court he will ascertain by summary 
enquiry whother the sale of the land or share 
is objeotionsble. ; 

8. The enforcedasale of hereditary property in 
land, in execution of a decree which miglt be 
satisfied by money payment, is generally objec. 
tionable, and most particularly so when the rights 
to be sold consist of a share in a joint Property ; 
inasmuch as the sale may cause a stranger to be 
obtruded against their will amongst the brother- 
hood. It is objectionable only in a less degree 
when an entiro ancestral property is the subject 
of sale, Where, on the other hand, the property 
for sale consists of a share in a joint estate held 
by o stranger, the sale is not objectionable; for 
it may afford an opportunity to° the former pro- 
prietors to recover possession, or ‘to the brother- 
hood to rid themselves of the stranger. Again, 
the property may be the cstate of o ependthrift 
Zemindar from whom the revenue is always 
realized with difficulty, and then the sale might 
uot be objectionable ; and generally there can be 
no strofig stjerion to the sale, where the pro- 
perty has acquired by purchase by the 
judgment debtor. Rules cannot however be laid 
‘down to mest every ease, and the Collector muat: 
in each instance determine as to the expediency 
of allowing the-eale to proceed, or of attempting 
to arrest.it.  * 


4,” After making the above-mentioned sum- 
mary énguiry, provided’ he bas eatisiled himeclf 


that'the sale is objectionable, and no preferable 





means of obtaining the further information 
indicated below are availuble, the Collector will 
issue to the Tehseeldar of the Pergunnah in 
which the land to be sold may he situated, 
an order spocifying the names of the parties, 
the sum required to be realized, and the land 
proposed for sale, and directing the Tebsceldur 
to ascertain by enquiries from the judgment debtor 
or his Agent, or otherwise, whether satisfution of 
the decree can he made within n rersonable period 








by a temporary alienation of the land or ehare, and 
also whether the required security will be forth- 
coming. 


5. The arrangements to be made in satisfaction 
of the decree should emanate from the porson whose 
rights are to bo sold. The Collector may offer 
his advico and assistance, but is not competent, 
suo motu to make the temporary alienation con. 
templated by the Act. The judgment debtor 
should first be asked if he can arrange to make 
the required payment within a reasonable period, by 
instalments, furnishing at the same time adequate 
security. Failing that, he may effect, eubject to 
the sanction of the Civil Court, a lease or mortgage 
of the property on an agreement entered into by the 
Lesses or Mortgagee, to satisfy the decree, cither 
immediate payment in full, or by instalments 
with security. 

6. If it appear from the Tehsecldar’s report, 
or from other information, that the necessity of 
sale may be avoided, and that the sale ie objection- 
able, the Collector should, in all cases, whether the 
deeree emanate from the Judge of the District, or 
from a subordinate Court, make his representation 
in English direct to the Judge, who, when the 
ease is pending before a subordinate Court, will 
forward it to such Court, the Judge being in every 
ease the channel of communication. And in 
order to secure duo consideration of the Collec tor’s 
representations, the Subordinate Courls, unter 
instructions which the Sudder Court have been 
requested to issue, will be required to report 
to the Judge their adoption or rejection of 
his suggestions. Collectors should be cautious 
on the other hand not to interpose arbitrary or 
frivolous objections in cases ia whieh the gale of 
land may be ordered in sutisfaction of a decree of 
the Civil Courts. 

7. The Collectors should notice briefly the 
gencral result, of their proceedingrs in carrying out 
the important functions devolved upon them by 
this Section (CCXLIV., Act VIL, of 1359,) in 
their Annual Administration Report.

Sin,—We have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter No. 624, dated 19th May 
1860, forwarding for our consideration a colleo- 
tion of documents as per lit annexed, having 
reference to#he introduction of a system of bank- 
ing to su the. maintengace of Treasuries in 
the Executive Offices of the Department of Public 
Works, and..we submit to the Govérament-iof 
India that, after. careful consideratian of: 
objections urged against the 
safal.a measure, we .sre satiatied 
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ness of its principles fylly justify Government in 
making @ effort to ensure its adoption by all 
Officers of Government entrusted with the dis- 


bursing.of pudffic monies, feeling assured that the 


inconve@jencies anticipated to result from it are 
those offfffere detail that could easily be removed 
by suit arrangements Wing made to meet 
each partMolar diffigpley. 


2. We have during the course of our enquiry 
given considerable attention to the practicability 
of applying the system of making all disburse 
ments in the Military Department by CReques, 
payable by one disbursing Officer at each Station ; 
and we ure eatisfied that the measure is quite | 
feasible and well worthy: of trial, and might 
without difficulty be adopted in-every Military 
Cantonment with important beneficial results in a 
Military and Financial poiut of view. 

8. Whilst at Poonah we ascertained that the 
numerous Cash Chests lucated in various parts of 
the Cantonment, each requiring a separate guard 
of Soldiers, might with cise be collected together 
in a convenient centra} place, easily defended, und 
all payments Civil and Military made by Cheque 
by ono Officer of a single Cash Chest, withont in- 
earring an expgnse equal to the pay of the Soldiers 
required forseven one of the several Guarde em- 
ployed to protett the many scattered Treasuries 
of that Station; we think further that, under the 
system of payment by Cheque,’ arrangements 
might be made to fucilitate the duty connected 
with paying money claims on Government, with- 
ont im any way adding to the complications 
inherent in the existing system. 

4. At Bombay all Military and Naval 
payments, required to be made in adjustment 
of Abstracts of ten Rupees and upwards, are 
made by the Presidency Pay Master, by Cheques 
on the Bombay Bunk, and we now learn that at 
the Presidency Town of Madras all Treasuries, 
including those of the Railway Department, as well. 
as those of all Civil and Military Offices, are 
proposed to be amalgamated and payments made 
from the Madras Bank or Treasury by Cheques ; 
and as this amalgamation of the large Cash 
Balances now in the hands of many parties at 
Madras will thus place considerable sums at the 
disposal of Government, and at the samo time 
ensure regularity and  cxactness. in extensive 
money transactions, the measure is one of gront 
importance and should not be allowed to fall 
through. 

5. Weare now enquiring into the cause of 
the failure of the Calcutta experiment for paying 
by Chequd all Military claime as sanctioned by 
the Government of Indfa in Solonel Casement’s 
letter No..97, dated 26th January 1835, and as 
far as wé have yet proceeded in our investigation, 
we are eatisfied that its failure was simply owing 
to.the numeroue petty prrangements which sach 
a change necessarily equiged to be made, not 
being so adapted as to allow of this useful arrange- 
ment being succersfully carried out. + 

6. We have no hesitation in advising Govern- 
ment to proceed with a schéme, which promises

might be properly tried, and we think. that the 
proved utility of the practice of paying by Cheque 
1n private business tells much in favor of adopting 
it for the Publio Service, where the arrangements 
for facilitating its success can be made with much 
more exactness than in private affuirs. 

We are aware that technical or professional 
objections from every branch of the Service, 
often of a very formidable appearance, raay be 
urged against it, but we are satisfied that theas 
could be ecasily® met and provided against, and 
when Offcers see that Government are in earnest, 
they will co-operate in giving fall effect to the 
wishes of Government. 

8. We can only add that we would not our- 
selves hesitate to superintend the carrying out of 
the arrangement” connected with the Cheque 
aystem, and even ifwe failed in matty cases, and 
succeeded in a few instances only, some progress 
would be madé¥towards shewing that succoss is 
attninable. 

9. For the practical test of the measure, we 
recommend that the Governments of Madras and 
Bombay be authorized to make experiments of 
amalgamating the different Military Treasuries 
and issuing monies by Cheque, from one Cash 
Chest in each Cantonment. ‘here are various 
Military Stations in the two Presidencies where 
the experiments may be tried with good chane 
of success ; and with useful effect in a Militay 
point of view, 

10. We have the honor to set forth in the 
margin the Stations in these 


mat two Presidencics, where Trea-

12. If the experiment be authorized to be 
made in some of the Military Cantonments of 
the two Presidencies, we have only to suggeat 
that Officers entitled to draw money for publie 
purposes should lodge with the disburser of 
Cheques such credits on the General Treasuries 
as may be necessary to meet the demands on 
Cheques likely to be drawn within any given, 
time. 

18, The disburser of Cheques should slo 
receive all monies tendered to him for the Publis 
Service, granting receipts for the same. Heslould 
atrangeto draw monies daily from the General 
Treasury, or once a week as required, to meet the 
Cheques when presented. Sets of Partin i 
and Pass’ Books:should be provided at the pnbhe 
expense, numbered, paged and-otherwise mochani- 
cally prepared: to preverit fremds.: All Officers 
tssuttig Cheques should. be careful to have the’ 
Pass, Books seer filled up, *daily or weekly, 
by the disbursing pt; and the correctness af 
thie’ Book amountéwhould’ ‘be verified by the 
Officers themsilves, ‘The disbursing Ofte 
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should keep in a simple form daily accounts of 
the receipts and of the daily istues, and no arrear 
transactions should be allowed; the actual Cash 
Balances should be periollically compared by 
special Officers with the Book entries, and also at 
uncertain periods. All Officers drawing Cheques 
should be required not only to verity the entries 
in their Pass Books by comparison with those in 
the book of the disbursing Officer, but aleo fra. 
quently to verify and determing: their credits. 
The paying of Cheques should also be occasionally 
intermitted for a day in order to allow of transnc- 
tions being fully settled, 

14, ‘The Commission would here advise that it 
should be distinctly stated that the introduction 
of the system is not to be made a pretext for 
creating new Offices or for inerensing Establish. 
ments, and that the funds necessary for providing 
a central place for the Cash Chest, and for ro- 
munerating the disbursing Officer’ and providing 
him with a small Establishment, must be obtained 
from the saving to be effected by consolidating 
Offices into one or more buildings in a central 
place, and by discharging Shroffs, Writers and 
Peons or Guards, whose services will be easily 
dispensed with. 

15, When the system of Cheques is brought 
into operation, the much desired effect will follow 
of lessening the extensive record of transactions 
which appears to be unavoidable where the actual 
payment of Coin from a Cash Chest under personal 
charge is involved.

Residept ut Hyderabad, for consideration and 
report as to the applicability of the system to the 
Provinces under their control. 

From the replies received in the Public Works 
Department, it would uppear that in some places 
the introduction of 'the system is agvoeated, while 
in others it is imagined that it wonld not be eon- 
venient to chango the existing practice. 

With reforence to the papers on the above sub- 
ject, the Military Department enquired of this 

epartment on the 16th April last, “ whether any 
scheme could be devised for doing away with tie 
numerous Treasure Chests at almost every large 
Station, each of which requires a separate Guurd 
and Establishments.” 

As this question was supposed te be under the 
consideration of the Military Finayce Commission, 
the Military Department was requested by this 
Department on the 4th ‘May last to send the 
papers of the case to them in the first pluce fur 
report. 2 

On the 18th June last the Military Finance 
Commission submitted their Report to Govera- 
ment, 

The Commission etrongly recommend that the 
system which is already being tried in the Public 
Works Department should be applied fo all De- 
partments of Government, und they believe that 
it might without difficulty be adopted in e: 
Military Cantonment with important  beneti 

results in a Military and Financial poift of view. 

The mode in which the Commission would work 
the system in the Military Department is clearly 
described in paragraphs 9 to 14: of their Report. 

The Governor General in Council fully agrees 
with the Commission, and directs that their 
recomendations bo adopted, and that the system 
of paying by Cheques be established as a general 
role in all Departments of Government, unless 
strong special grounds can be shown to justify an 
exception in any particular cast,
